What Interchange does when you log in 

• When you log in, you'll automatically go to the WWW Interchange Conferencing Client page, 
where the applet will launch. The Conferencing Client page displays a message saying that 
Interchange is loading. (This message continues to flash on the page even after Interchange 
launches.) The Conferencing Client page displays the following warnings in red text: 

o Do NOT close this Netscape window. 

o Do NOT exit this Netscape Navigator session. 

o Do NOT resize or reload this page. 

o Please DO minimize this Netscape window. 

• Interchange opens a second WWW browser pointing at the Interchange Log In page, which you 
can resize, reload, or close. 

• Interchange opens an About Interchange window. 

• Interchange opens the Channel List and Dock windows. 

• Interchange closes the About Interchange window. 

You should now have four windows open: the WWW Conferencing Client page, the WWW Interchange 
Log In page, the Interchange Channel List window, and the Interchange Dock window.

How to arrange the Interchange windows 

• As the red text warnings advise, you should minimize the Conferencing Client page and pretend 
it's not there. If you accidentally close this page, or reload or resize it, Interchange will stop 
running, and you f ll likely have to restart Netscape and Interchange. 

• Next, minimize the second Netscape browser window Interchange opened for you (pointing to the 
Interchange Log In page). You can reload this window, resize it, or close it. It's just an extra 
Netscape browser window that Interchange opened for you to help reduce the likelihood of your 
closing the browser pointing to the Conferencing Client page. 

• Now, join the channels you want to join in the Channel window. If you plan on joining many 
channels, it's a good idea to place them all in the Dock. (You can dock all the channels you've 
joined at once with the Dock All command in the Channel menu.) You'll probably want to set 
autojoin preferences for these channels. When you've set autojoin preferences, autojoin channels 
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will pop-up one by one as the application starts. Use the Window menu to tile, cascade, and show 
windows. Most of the Interchange menu commands have corresponding hotkeys.
